Rank and Pay of Physicians In tho 


Government Service. ' 


Uncle Sam einploys.more than 1,000 


physicians. 
' - 


These .doctors are pretty evenly di- 


vided between the medical corps of tbe 
army, tbo medical corps of tho navy, 
the marine hospital and the public 
h'calth service. 
The complete army 


medicarcorps includes 4-14 medical of- 
ficers in addition to tho medical re- 
serve corps, the hospital corps, the 
nurse corps nnd the dental corps. Tho 
medical corps embraces "a surgeon 
general with the rank of brigadier gen- 
eral, 14 colonels, 105 majors and 300 
captains or-first lieutenants, wltb the 
rank, pay and allowances of officers of 
corresponding grades In the cavalry 
arm of the service." , 


The pay of doctors Is Interesting. 


The lowest rank held by medical of- 
ficers la that of first lieutenant, 
Tbe 


medical lieutenant "gets 52,000 per an- 
num, or $160.60 monthly. At the end 
of three years he is promoted to.cap- 
tain and receives $2,400 a year. In two 
years he receives an Increase of 10 per 
centi or flve years' service, making 
$2,640, or 5220 per month. After ten 
yearn' service the pay would be'$2,880. 
or $240 per month. The pay attached 
to the rank of major Is $3,000 per year, 
which; with 10 per cent added for each 
Ove years', service, becomes $3,600 aft- 
er ten years' sen-Ice, S3,900 after fif- 
teen years' service and $4,000 after 
twenty years' service. The monthly 


tpuy of lieutenant colonel, colonel anc 
brigadier general Is $375, £410.60 and 
$500 respectively. •

Statistics compiled 
by the Census 


Bureau Indicate that the cost of muni- 
cipal government IB. Increasing faster 
than the population. While In 1902 It 
cost (13.36 per capita to maintain the 
various departments In 1-17 cities of over 
30.000 population each, ttie auiouutfor 
the same chits rose to {16.81 in 1803. 
lu llie batue period the coal of main- 
taining the police departments rose 
from {1.90 to 52.23 per capita, that of 
tbe fire departments from $1.33 to 71.72 
and that of the schools from $3.69 to 
$4.70. These figures are taken from a 
report coveting the year 1903, in which 
statistics for 168 cities of more tbau 30,- 
000 population are collated. . It appears 
from the data gathered that the aggre- 
gate coat of maintaining and operating 
the ordinary municipal departments 
of these cities was $404,097,312, more 
tbau one-fourth of which was paid by 
New York City. The highest per cap- 
ita average of expense among tbe cities 


: of over 300,000 population was 5-27.53 


for Boston. New York came second 
with J24.71, and 
Washington third 


with $24.65. 
The lowed pet capita 


cost among cities of this clau wai 
credited to New Orleans, namely, f 12.- 
76, and Baltimore was a clone second 
with $18.84. 


as compared with forty-eight miles in 
tbe decade immediately before that, 
and lifty-eiglit miles lu the one just 
previous. In the teu years from IS90 to 
1900 the westwaid swiug of the popu- 
lation focal point wai fur shorter than 
in any previous equal period lu the tils- 
lory of the government uuder the con- 
stitution.

The movement baa undoubtedly beeu 


much thorler In tbe decade which has 
euded this year. Rhode Island, the 
first state to have, its population 'total 
fuiuished in tbe census of 1910, has in* 
creased.2G.G-iper cent lu the "decade. 
Thia growth Is far. nbu've the- uveruge for 
tbe forty-sis stale?. In the ten yenrs 
.ending with 1900 the country's aggre- 
gate increase In population was less 
than 21 per ceut. It will probably be 
fouud'to u*ve beeu lesa than 20 * per 
ceut iu the past ten years. Texas, Ok- 
lahoma, Illinois and one or two other 
Western states have increased In popu-; 
latlon hi a large ratio in the decade, 
the growth lu Illinois being chiefly 
confined to Chicago and a few ottier 
towns. But the aggregate .growth of 
New York has* undoubtedly beeu much 
ertaterthau I h a t o f a u y Western state, 
while'Iarge grains have beeu made by 
Pennsylvania, 
Massachusetts 
and 


other Industrial commonwealths of the 
East. 


In 1900 the population center was 


near Columbus, Iu the middle of Indi- 
ana. It will probably be only a short 
distance from that point when tbe ac- 
count is made up thUyear. The West's 
wide epaces have been pretty well Oiled' 
lu recent times. Except to Oklahoma 
and Texas, there has beeu DO heavy 
migration to any Western elale lu the 
past ten or fifteen, year*. At the popu- 
lation becomes disused throughout the 
Country the growth in the various lo- 
calities tends more and more to uni- 
formity.

brought about by continual thought 
upon the helnousnuss of his crime that 
drives a guilty man to confession.

Is the nervous strain Involved In a long 
effort to miilninlu bis pretense of in- 
nocence, while he Is in constant fenr 
that the police lire hi possession of evi- 
dence that may prove bis guilt. Some- 
thing like a parallel .case would be 
that of a prizefighter who should sur- 
mise that his'antagonist was playing 
wltb.liirn In the ring while capable of 
sending .in a knockout h!ow at any 
tlme,ue felt so inclined.

fact thai there is no'perceptible sway- 
Ing or vibration to 'the monument, 
even in the highest winds.

years the old town house. 
It Is a 


small, round-headed hill,"with a steep 
bank, covered with a rough tangle of 
wild plums and other hardy shrubs, 
on the town side. On the other side, 
to the north and west, it slopes off 
more gradually to a region of sandy 
tlllocks ar.d wild little valleys, sparse- 
ly clothed In green. 


\Yhen the engineers of the govern- 


ment .viewed this site the question 
pre'sented to them was how best to 
anchor a tower 250 feet tal! of more 
than 14,000.000 pounds of masonry, 
on this hill of Ear.d. 


The solution of the; problem, as 


shown In the "finished 
work, was 


simple. 
No deep borings were made, 


for concrete piers.

American Indian. 


ALLIED TO HEAD 
HUNTING. 


ANGLERS' FLIES.' 


7h» 


8om« Indians Removed the Skin of the 


Entire Head, Including the Hair and 
Beard, of Their Victim—Ears and 
Hindi Also Served For Trophies. 


Tbe art of scalping has declined 


«wlng to the severe pains and penalties 
dealt out to Its practitioners In tho va- 
rious states of North America. It was 
In a certain souse a product'of Euro- 
pean settlement for it vvguld never 
have become so widespread had It not 
been for the white man. 


Scalping Is commonly considered, a 


cnetom belonging exclusively to the 
North' American Indian. 
This Is a 


mistake. Ii Is found In South America, 
and Herodotus mentions It as having 
been practiced among the Scythians 
But as the old Oreek traveler's book 
was not published 'until 1502 U \i. 
probable thut scalping apiwared 
to 


the.early explorers of America as a 
new thing. 
It was Drst described by 


. Francisco de Garey, who in 1520 came 


across It In bis 111 fated expedition to 
Panuco. 
He found that the .Indians' 


removed the ekln of tbe entire betid. 
Including the hnlr and beard. In 1035 
Jaques Oartler wrote an account of a 
scalping party which Is more typical 
ot the custom as usually found. From 
this time on I! Is described by many 
writers, notably Captain John Smith 
and Chnraplam.. 
. 


Tbe Indians themselves were uncer- 


tain as to the use of keeping an ene- 


• my's scalp, except that they felt It 


rwonld htirt him In some way.. Some 
said It put him In th'e power of the 
owner of tbe scalp, others that It ban- 
ished hlni from the happy hunting 
•grounds;' while still others believed 
that It annihilated him.. 


In the opinion of Georgo Frederic!, 


•whose .monograph may be consulted In 


-.. the' Smithsonian institution report of 
*• 3008, scalping is a modification of 


:nead hunting, a practice. Indulged In' 
by many savages. There is a primitive 
notion that the possession of.a tokeu 
or portion of a man gives one a power 
over that man. -To keep the head of 
an enemy puts him in your power, the 


. savage thinks. But It Is often Incon- 


venient to carry BO large a thing as a 
. ilead. A smaller token is therefore sub- 
' stituted. '.This statement would seem 
to be borne out by the following facts: 


Many American Indians did not fol- 


. 
low the practice of scalping, notably 
those of the north, adjoining the, Es- 
kimo, the'v Frozer river Indians ..and 
the Algouqulns of New Jersey. Nearly 


• all of these practiced head hunting.' A 


transition periodNis represented by .the 
Caddoes o.f Texas, where the men took 
the scalps arid-the women/at a more 
convenient period collected the heads. 
Some' tribes in California secured, In- 
stead of scalps, the eyes of their ene- 
mies, which were preserved In some 
tway, while others in Mexico selected 
the ears for their trophy, probably fol- 
lowing the lead of the Spaniards, who 
lopped off ears /as puulshment for 
crime.. /

The Hudson river Indians used to 


preserve hands, probably in Imitation 
of the Dutch, who In the BO called 


. CEsopus war gave a.bounty for Indian, 


hands. Around tho sources of the Mis- 
souri the Lewis and Clark expedition 
iound the custom of preservlng'scelps 
'replaced by that of preserving fingers. 


In northern Mexico the custom of 


Ecalplng prevailed, but 'toward '.. tho 
Voufb It was replaced by head hunting. 
In South America there are two locoll- 
'ties where It still nourishes. One of 
these Is northern Argentina and Para- 
guay, where It gives signs of<belng ln- 
'dlgenons, as It differs In many ways 
from the practice of North America. 
3t Is also'found around Guiana, proba- 
•bly introduced by the Indian . slaves 
trough! from Florida. 
[ The Huron-lroqnols have been ac- 
credited with the invention of. scalp- 
lug,'bnt rinless.lt arose Independently 
do several places It much' more likely 
originated 'In Florida, where It was 
iflrat discovered by Europeans. Con- 
'tact with a higher grade >of culture 
$ave a tremendous Impetus to the cus- 
tom.

Previous to the Spanish discovery 


the weapons of the Indians bad been 
;very simple, being manufactured from 
Etone, bones, shells or even reeds. The • 
tribal wars, though numerous, were 
seldom bloody, and with such primi- 
tive means the braves found It both 
awkward and dangerous to remove the 
scalp of a fallen enemy. 


But tbe Europeans brought with 


them firearms and Iron knives. 
The 


lormer Increased a hundredfold the 
aumber of those killed In battle, while 
the latter made the process of scalping 
Bn easy one. Besides this, the whites 
encouraged the custom by offering 
bounties for scalps.' 
' . 


• The first premium of this nature was 
offered In 1637 by the Puritans, who 


' < > ' gave a payment for every Indian bead, 


the custom of scalping not having yet 
reached- New England. 
Bnt by the 


time of King Philip's war It was In 
full blast, and in 1675 the Connecticut 
legislature offered large prizes for 
scalps. One Hannah Dustin received 
€50 and other substantial gifts for hav- 
ing secured with her own hands the 
scalps of two Indian men, two wom- 
en and six chlldren.-St. Paul Pioneer 
Press.

These, peculiar murks, called by ge- 


ologists '-'striae.'1 are the "fyoiprliiw" 
of glaciers. They were produced by 
the grinding of pebbles upon the rock 
surfaces under tbe glaciers as the lat- 
ter moved to (he sen. 


How long ago It was tba( glaciers 


flowed over Manhattan 'Island la a. 
matter of uncertainty, Tbe period has 
been variously estimated al from 5,000 
to 60,000 yearn. 
The present trend 


of opinion Is In favor of the smaller 
estimate. 
But, knowing as we do 


that the site of K'f.w York city was gla- 
ciated at a time remote, or compara- 
tively recent, the portentous question 
arlsrs. Are the glaciers likely.to de- 
scend on.lt again? No human means 
could arrest their irresistible advance. 
Palatial homes, towering skyscrapers, 
East river bridges, all the magnificent 
monument*) of human achievement, 
would be ground Into atoms and swept 
Into the ocean. 


Striae, or "footprints" of glaciers, are 


found from .the highest northern and 
southern latltudcs-to the equator. Was 
tho en'tlre surface of the earth at one 
time covered with ice? 
Some geolo- 


gists have taken that view, but the 
evidence does not warrant It 
. That the earth has changed Its axis 
from time to time and Is still changing 
It Is n fact.well known to astronomers. 
.It is conceivable, therefore, that In the 
course of ages, before the earth's crust 
assumed Its present formation; the 
poles may once have been on the pres- 
ent equatorial line and the equatorial 
line where tbe poles now stand. By 
oscillation of tbe globe and consequent 
Interchanging of polar ind equatorial 
lines every part of the earth's surface 
must have been successively glaciated. 
Such, a general lateral movement of 
the earth furnishes a reasonable ex- 
planation'of the glacial "footprints" ev- 
erywhere found.

.The north Is undoubtedly growing 


warmer. Some 500 years ago Alaska 
was still covered with glacial ice.

Beverly. Mass.', Aug. 2.—All tt 


protests against the presence of tl 
Statue of General Robert E. l-ce In 
Confederate'uniform In Statuary ha 
n Washington have been unavailing. 
Tho president, acting on the findings 
o£ Attorney General Wlckorsham, has 
decreed that the statue may remain. 


The decision ot the president As- 


sures the statue a permanent lortg- 
ment In the Capitol unless congress 
passes a law for its removal. 
Such 


an action is considered beyond the 
realm of possibility. 


Mr. \Vlckersham consulted the law | 


to determine whether the statue could 
be removed because of the violent 
protests aralnst Its presence, by the 
O. A. R., especially from the state of 
New York. He found that there Is no 
provision ot law by which the statue 
can be removed from Statuary hall.
